among them as the Equestrian portrait of 
Washington, 'tis- represented life size, and 
surrounded by a gilt frame exceedingly ele- 
gant in design and workmanship. Scarcely less 
conspicuous is the portrait of a man but little 
less dear in the affections of the people—the 
lamented Lincoln,—and it is eminently ap- 
propriate that these two should especially be, 
—as they are—the observed of all observ- 
ers 


"Wandering about the room we meet ivith 


manv other objects which cannot fail to at- 
tract attention, here is the old Bell of Inde- 
pendence, which rangjforth the grand orato- 
rio of a Xation's creation, on that memorable 
Tulvday. "Watson says in his Annals, 'This 
Bell was imported from England in 1752 for 
tbe State House, but having met with some 
accident in the trial ringing after it was land- 
ed, it lost the tone received in the fatherland, 
and had to be conformed to ours by a re-east^ 
ing 
Tins was done under the direction of 


Isaac Norns, Esq , then "peaker of the Colon- 
ial Assembly, and to him we are probably 
indebted for the remarkable motto so indica- 
ti\eofits future use 
That it was adopted 


from scripture [Lev xxvlO] may to many 
be still more impressive, as being tbe voice 
of God—of that Great Arbiter, by whose sig- 
nal providence we afterwards attained to that 
".Liberty and 
sel^-government which bids 


fair to emancipate our whole continent, and 


i n tune to influence and melioratej the condi - 
tion of the subjects of arbitrary government 
the civilized world." It was cracked wlule 
ringing in 1827, and was then removed from 
the steeple and placed here upon exhibition. 
Perhaps next to this in interest, is % pew from 
Chnst Church, used by "Washington, Frank- 
lin, Lafayette, and by how many hundred less 
illustrious personages since it would be impos- 
sible to compute, for none enter here but 
what are able to say when they have taken 
their departure, "I too have used the* same 
pew " There, too, is the identical "chair in 
which John. Hancock sat as president of Con- 
gress , it is mounted npon the old mahogany 
table on which the Declaration of Independ- 
ence was signed. In the centre of the Hall 
suspended from the ceiling, may be seen the 
ancient chandelier which was used by Con- 
gress doling its deliberations, and more par- 
ticularly on the night prior to the passage 01 
the Declaration. Candles were the means 
used to obtain light, yet in these days it must 
have been considered superb, since even al 
the present tune it might, with very slight 
alteration,b« termed a '-thingof beauty" 
Here IB a chair made in 1828 which forms in 
itself quite a museum of curiosities; among 
the materials used ID ita construction will be 
found *. portion, of a mahogany beam taken
